be welcomed.

He demonstrated in casy platform 
style, with confidence and indeed with 
wisdom. Sir Oliver Lodge Jhas been 
known to have been more nervous 
than this Peter Pan of Science, who 
{is James Whaley McCelland, son of 
the director of clectrical engineering 
at the British Admirally, and a pupil 
of the school. Old men and elderly 


women pressed round young McCel- 


land to hear how light could be turn- 
ed into music when it is projected 
through revolving discs. ; 

“It is very simple,” he said, walk- 
ing up and down in front of his me- 
“radgets.” “You observe 
that behind the revolving perforated 
discs Is a piece of selenium. Tlere 
are two wireless valves and a loud 
speaker to amplify the musical light. 

“Now you will have observed that 
the electrical resistance of selenium 
decreases under the action of light, 
and the disc causes an intermittant 
source of light to impinge on the 
selenium cell. This produces electri- 
cal impulse in the circuits stirred by 
fresh activity to produce musical 
notes which are amplified “by ther- 
monic valves and low-frequeney trans- 
formers.”

Ottawa.—The Canadian Government 
has taken further steps to protect the 
country against foot and mouth dis- 
ease among livestock in the United 
States. 

The entry into Canada, or 
through Canada, from the 
States, of cattle, sheep, goats and 
swine is prohibited, anda further order 
forbids the export of Canadian cattle 
to Great Britain via United States 
ports. 

An earlier’ order prohibits, in addi- 
tion to the foregoing, the importation 
from California, Nevada and Oregon 
of hay and straw, any parts of am- 
mals, or any merclfandise packed in 
hay and straw. 

The outbreak occurred in the state 
of California. Importation of dll 
livestock, hay and straw, and parts 
of cattle from that state and .the two 
adjoining states of Nefada and Ore: 
gon, are prohibited.
